Ag our 
firm he. « Brunch: in Shanghai and Ygly was working in this 
Brancl I endorse. tie Bills of t+eding ana asked “gly to 
receive tie curpets und to si:ip them to Mairen, where I 
intencea to sel. tiem. Phis transaction wus made through 
the Chinese Eastern Railway. 


Osly stored te cerpets in bairen with the “hinese

astern Kwy Ayency vLvt stored them not in the name of our 
Company but in his ovm name. 

I ask Ol; many tines to deliver the carpets to the Co, 
of which I am ti:e sole representative in China .cting under 
a power of attorney issued in bles hed. I interted to ship 
the carpets to icncon. But Ogly “efusec to revurn the 
carpets to the Co, 

In the meen ©» I received information that Ogly had 
mortgaged to the Shrifcor Bank Shanghai 6-tea Kiukiang Read, —

In addition to refusing to deliver the ebove mentioned 
carmnets Ofly misearrro riateG “3 rversian curpets belonsing 
to the sane Co. and which .#d remesneu ungsolu in ohanpnei. 
He rerorvec that ti evy were ot wl. LéZra's on upproval but 
the letter denied 4t and se.d thut they had been taken 
back by Mr. Ogly. I liave reason to suppose that some of 
the carpets are stored at 85 Baikal Kosd, in the residence 
of Mr. Ugly. 

My. Ogly also was unable to account for suffron end 
ginsen belonging to the Co. 

Mr. Ogly seized ali bills ana documents Leloncing to 
the Co, sand refused to restore them.
